But that isn’t so. 


The’ Ball 


The ball would still be there 
between the gnarled, humped 
roots of our involvement. No 
matter what we do we've got to 
play out the game. If we can’t 
hit the ball we’ve got to lift it 
out, lose a stroke, and then 
swing at it again. 

Asia, China, Indochina, Ko- 
rea—and others—will still be 
there, demanding our attention 
and participation. 

There ‘is one simple, unde- 
niable fact in all the vast com- 
plexities of our time. It is this. 
Either the movements started 
within the United Nations will 
lead to peace, or we will have a 
war. There is no third path. 

So, however tough it may be— 
and it is tragic and frustrat- 
ing—there the ball is. And it 
must be played. 

Adlai Stevenson has been asked 
by President Eisenhower to give 
him a summary of conclusions 
reached after his recent trip 
around the world. Stevenson has 
done a more thorough job of 
seeing people and _ conditions 
around the globe than anv Amer- 
ican leader in our time. 

In a talk following the Demo- 
cratic rally at Chicago, Steven- 
son stated some of his conclu- 
sons. Note these well: | 

He said he shared the skep- 
ticism regarding Red China's ul- 
timate intentions, but added that | 
we owe it to our friends in Asia 
and to ourselves to ‘‘search’’ for 
settlements and to make certain 
that when we negotiate ‘we 
have something to negotiate with 
as well as for. 

‘We owe it to ourselves and 
our anxious, weary friends to 
expose Communist intentions if 
we can, to. confer when we can, 
to reduce tensions and restore 
hope where we can,” he said. 
“The door to the conference 
room is the door to peace. Let 
it never be said that America 
was reluctant to enter.”’ 


‘Respected’ — 

He also questioned the wis- 
dom of Dulles’ policy of pres- 
gure on nations such as India 
which have not formed binding 
alliances with the Communist or 
free worlds. He declared there 
is anxiety abroad ‘‘lest the shap- 
ing of our policy may be slip- 
ping from the respected hands 
of President Eisenhower into the 
hands of men less concerned 
with strengthening our alliances 
abroad than with appeasing our 
isolationists at home.” 

He found, he said, not ‘“‘one 
world” but ‘‘three worlds,’’ with 
the uncommitted nations, stand- 
ing between the free and Com- 
munist worlds. 

‘The ideological conflict in the 
world doesn’t mean much to the 
masses,” he reported. ‘‘Anti- 
Communist preaching wins few 
hearts. They want to know what 
we are for, not just what we 
are against.” 

He found, too, that ““McCarthy- 
{ism’ has become a worldwide 
word for what’the world regards 
as the dominant mood of pres- 
ent-day America. 

““Inquisitions, purges, book- 
burning, repression and fear 
have obscured the bright vision 
of the “Land of the Free and 
the Home of the- Brave,’’ he 
assertéd. |

He said the Treasury is ‘‘work- 
ing diligently’’ on a new tax pro- 
gram which President Eisenhow- 
er will send to Congress next 
year. It calls for revisions in 
present laws to ‘‘remove many 
inequities and injustices and pro- 
vide the fewest obstacles’ to a 
healthy economy, he said. 

Humphrey said he is ‘‘optimis- 
tic’’ about the business outlook 
for the next year and sees ‘no 
cause for alarm.’’ There is no 
reason to expect ‘‘calamity,’’ he 
said. *‘l don’t see anything un- 
sound in the fundamental econ- 


sized. : 
He added that the public should 
not have “‘any great fear if here 
and there soft spots develop’’ in 
one line of business or another.

Asked about government plans 
for handling a recession, he said 
programs are being developed 
and will be ‘‘put on the shelf’ 
for use if employment ‘‘shrinks 
off’’ But he emphasized that the 
administration is trying to keep 
the economy ‘‘at a high pitch.”

Wisdom of Adlai 


Madame Pandit Nehru, a handsome, 
g-ay-haired and scholarly lady, as.the 
Irdian title of Pandit (pundit) indi- 
cates, is the new president of the United 
Nations and the deep implications of 
her election fit neatly Into the frame- 
werk of Adlai Steyenson’s speech which 
fcllowed hard on the heels of her elec- 
tion Tuesday. 

Madame Nehru certainly is friendly 
toward the United States, But, as an 
Asian, she almost surely will bring to 
the United Nations a belief and a phi- 
lasophy which is, in essence, neither 
that of the free world nor of the Com- 
munist, 

In his speech, Adlai Stevenson, who 


‘ has seen more of the world, its people 


and their problems than any other 
leader of our time, said that he found 
not one world, but three worlds.- There 
is the Communist world, the Western 
world and there is the third one of na- 
ticns which are not committed to either 
of these by alliances. He suggested 
that the present administration was 


making a grave error in seeking to force, 


these nations not committed to either of 
these “worlds” to make unwilling alli- 
ances. 

Certain it is that India, and to a 
lesser extent, Indonesia, are the keys to 
Asia. That vast part of the world will 
either go the way of China or India. If 
India is able to maintain her free form 
of government, it is hoped that in time 
China will move toward that system. 

» . . 


Adlai Stevenson found that what 
Asians want is “rice and respect.” They 
look at us and see us boasting of our 
freedom and yet succumbing more or 
less supinely to the fear of blackmail 
by McCarthyism. To them it seems 
that the policy on which President Ei- 
senhower stood at the time of his nomi- 
nation is “slipping from his respected 
hands” into the grasp of those who op- 
posed him. They also are of the opin- 
ion that we make it plain what we 
oppose, but are never quite clear what 
it is we are “for.” 

Adlai Stevenson urges that we not 
lay down a set of inflexible rules which 


wil! make impossible any bargaining or ” 


nepotiations for peace. He most ear- 
nestly pleads that we never let it be 
said that the door to peace was open 
and that we refused:to enter it. 
. eee 

It is necessary for us to keep in 
mind that all peoples are a product of 
thei: history and of their culture, which 


itself is a product of history and of 


economics, We cannot be so naive as 
to expect peoples with histories and 
cultures different from our own to have 
the same approach to problems, The 
Indians believe: in the democratic, elec- 
tive, representative procedures. That 
sheuld, in the main, satisfy us. We 
earnestly need such friends, and the 
free world requires them. That they 
at times radically differ from us is no 
reasonable basis for Hostility. 

Madame Nehru, as president, will 
likely never be called upon to cast a 
But, she-can provide leadership. 
We hail her election as a fine decision 
by the U.N. and we are happy she had 
the support of the United States. Cer- 
tainly India and the free. countries of 
Asia must be heard and if the U.N, 
should go contrary to our desires, we 
trust common sense will prevail and we 
will retain membership, 

There really isn’t much choice. 
Either we reach a peaceful agreement 
or we have war. There is no other 
alternative. | 


The. State Still Needs

Following the Georgia: Supreme 
Court ruling invalidating the present 
home rule law, Rep. Charlie Gowen of 
Glynn has announced that he will be

Benefits for Disabled 
Should Meet the Need 


The demand by Georgia's organized 
labor forces that the State Workmen's 
Compensation Act be brought into line 
with those of other states of comparable 
economic capabilities deserves earnest 
ce~ ©* “ation ,by the Legislature, 

Benefits to victims of industrial ac- 
cidents under the Georgia act are at 
such a low scale that those victims and 
their families must, indeed, often be- 
come “wards. of charity.” 

Under the present law, Georgia al- 
lows a totally disabled worker to draw 
59 per cent of his average weekly wage 
—provided the payment does not ex- 
ceed $24. This figure is second from bot- 
tum allowed by any state in the nation 
ane’ next to the bottom in the South- 
east No family can live on $24 a week 
in any city today. 

The percentage of wages allowed in 
benefits under the present Georgia law 
is the lowest in the nation. Percentage 
allowed for a widow with dependents 
is also at the bottom. In almost every 
category under which compensation is 
allowed as a result of disability from 
accidents, Georgia ranks at or near the 
bottom in the Southeast as well as in 
the nation. 

Surely Georgia workers are entitled 
to the same protection afforded those 
of sister states. The resultant increase 
in premiums could be reduced through 
the years by intensified safety measures 
on the part of both workers and in- 
dustry. y 

Workmen's compensation is accepted 
as necessary and just. It should, more- 
over, be in line with reality and today’s 
economic conditions. 


W hen Illinois ‘Restricts,’ 


It Means Business 


In Illinois a new law effective July 


1 requires the state to revoke for one 
year the license of anyone convicted 
of drunken driving or for certain other 
oftenses. 

While the law prohibits all driving 
by the convicted person and makes him 
apply for a new license at the end of 
the year, an “escape” clause was writ- 
ten in. to allow restricted driving in 
certain “hardship” cases. 

Last week when more than 200 revo- 
cations came up for review, only one 
limited permit was issued for a “hard- 
ship” case. That was for a_ fellow to 
drive from his home to his job, no 
other transportation being available, 

The office of the Illinois State secre- 
tary in charge of licenses had promised 
a “tough” policy in regard to the “hard- 
ship” permits, With only one issuéd 
among 200 revocations, it's evident he 
means business. 

The “hardship” permit, idl dentally, 
allows operation of the vehicle only 
between stated points at stated hours 
and over stated routes. There's to be 
no getting off the straight and narrow. 

' We applaud the law and the policy,

Waller, who crashed last at 3 a. m. 
while driving on a permit:issued for 
“business only.”

While Farm Income Continues to Drop 
The Cost of Living Still Goes Higher 


Colfax, Ill.—From reports of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture we learn rising farm 
costs shoved the rates of prices received by 
farmers down to 93 per cent of parity dur- 
ing the month ending July 15. It wag 94 
in June, and a 103 a year ago. All-time 
high of 122 of parity was in October, 1946. 
The July parity ratio at 93 is equal to April 
this year, which was the lowest since June, 
1941-12 years ago, 

The cost of living meanwhile, according 
to the Department of Labor, hit a record 


high in June over a previous report issued. 


in March, 1953, bringing the farmers’ share 
in the consumers’ food dollar to 44 cents 
in June from 45 cents in March. The farm- 
ers’ share was up as high as 54 cents in 
1945, and has been slipping downward 
slowly through 1952 when a much steeper 
rate of decline set in. 

_ Farmers get less, consumers pay more, 
middlemen take a bigger bite than ever out 
of both. The economie disaster for farm- 
ers in this picture is obvious if it continues. 

Besides their direct economic injury, 
farmers are suffering serious damage to 
their public relations among their custom- 
ers, who generally don't get the facts and 
tend to blame high food costs on the farm- 
ers. The severe damage to the political 
position of farmers that results could have 
grave consequences in the battle over ex- 
tending price supports and other farm prob- 
lems in the coming session of Congress, 

Until farmers can make it clear to their 
customers that a big end of the high cost of 
living is going to pay for flim-flam, ineffi- 
ciency and high profits around a vicious 
cirele fram the farm back to retail store

Dewey Is Reported ‘Not a Candidate’ 


WASHINGTON—Some of President Ei- 
senhower's ¢losest associates report he is 
strongly disposed ta name Gov. Earl War- 
ren of California as successor to the late 
Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson of the 8u- 
preme Court. Only

Except for 
this the Californian, it is 
saia, would be a heavy 
favorite for the post. 

Eisenhower is repreé-

An influential element in the adminis- 
tration is known te have taken the position 
that it would be a mistake for him. to ap 
point as chief justice any man who has net 
had previous judicial experience, in keep- 
ing with precedents established over the 
past 50 years and. more, 3 

Warren, while having an eminent record 
as a lawyer and prosecuting attorney, is 
without such judicial background. It is the 
one obstacle to his appointment. If any- 
thing, but the chief justiceship were in- 
volved, the President would have no hesi- 
tancy about making the-appointment; those 
in his confidence say.

prepared to step down at the end of one 
term, 

On fhe surface, the reported Dewey self- 


elimination would seem to clear the way for 


a Warren appointment... It probably would 
but for the troubled thoughts in the Presi-

hailed as a political appointment.

By reading the 
story of Dives and Lazarus (Luke 16:19-31) 
there is a lot we can learn about, wnat 
harpens when one dies. i =e: 
To begin with, we learn 
that the dead still live 
and are still them- 
selves. As you read 
story you see 
Dives was alive after 
death. He was con- 
cerned about the well- 
being of his five broth- 
ers who had not died. 

He. wanted something 

done for them. We re- | 

member how Moses and Elijah came bac 

frorr. the other side to meet with Jesus and 
three of His disciples on the mountain 
(Mark 9), 

Surely they were alive. Jesus said te 
the penitent thief as both were dying, ' ‘Te 
day shalt thou be with me in Paradise” 
(Luke 23:43). I think immediately after 
death we enter the next life.’ 

After death Dives felt pain, he rememe 
hered, and pled for mercy. When he 
speaks of himself, he says, “'I.”’ Though 
he had been stripped of his physical body 
and possessions, though he was gone from 
this earth, he was still ‘I.’ All of us will 
be consciously alive after death. Death 
makes a lot of changes in the life of a pete 
sou, but it does not change the person, 

If you are saved here, you will be saved 
there. If you are without God here, you 
wil! be without God there. The only differe 
ence Heath makes is it separates people 
and some go to hell and some go to heaven, 
Not only in the story of Dives and Lazarus, 
but in many places does Jesus make that 
plain, 

He tells about how the wheat and the 
tares grow together, but in the harvest they 
are separated, the tares are burned and the 
wheat is gathered into the barn (Matt. 
13°30). He tells about people going where 
‘there shall be weeping and the gnashing ° 
of teeth’’ (Matt. 22:14). 

We sometimes piously say, “After all, 
we are working for the same place.”’ The 
tragic truth is we are not. Death is the 
great separator of mankind. Jesus says be- 
tween heaven and hell ‘‘there is a great 
gulf fixed: so that they which would pass 
from hence to you cannot; neither can they 
pass to us, that would come from thence.” 

In hell Dives pled but received this re 
ply: “Son, remember that thou in thy life 
time receivedst thy good things, and like- 
wise Lazarus evil things: but now he is 
comforted, and thou art tormented.’’ What 
does that mean? Simply that in this life 
Dives deliberately turned his back on God 
and the claims of God an his life. 

Many helieve there is another chance 
after death. I hope there is. But Jesus 
does not say so. The tenderest lips the 
world has ever known spoke of the shut 
door and the outer darkness and the un- 
quenchable fire.

Rule Act, aware that they were operating on “uncertain 
legal grounds,” have made few changes in their charters, 
a Coristitution survey disclosed yesterday. 


In Atlanta the ruling was a 
signal for renewal of efforts to 
obtain constitutional home rule 
for the state’s capital city. 


City attorneys at Athens, Bruns- 
wick, Milledgeville and Griffin 
said the nullification of the act 
by the Georgia Supreme Court 
Tuesday would have little, if any, 
effect on the business of their mu- 
nicipal governments.

SQUIRREL hunting in Georgia 
probably runs a close second to 
rabbit shooting in popularity. 
The elusive gray squirrel chal- 
lenges the sportsman’s shooting 
ability and his knowledge of 


To bring home the principal 
ingredient for a squirrel stew, it 
is necessary to know something 
about Old Bushy-tail’s habits. 

A stand of shagbark hickery, a 
beech flat, an oak ridge (par- 
ticularly white oak). a grove of 
walnut or pecan trees all offer 
opportunities as a base of opera- 
tions. Old stone walls and rail 
fences make “popular. squirrel 
“highways” and will always bear 
watching. Old orchards are fre- 
quently productive, especially if 
they are near the woods. 


.Learn to look for “cuttings” on 
top of stumps and under nut or 
acorn-bearing trees. Watch for 
nests with new leaves in them 
and for den-holes that look 
shiny from use. 

If you are in the woods when 
the first rays of the morning sun 
are glinting in the treetops, you 
will catch the squirrels when 
they are stirring. Later in the 
day, if there is a stream in the 
vicinity, squirrels may be found 
going to and coming from the 
The second feeding pe- 
riod is late in the afternoon un- 


dark. 


Rainy and stormy days are us- 
ually unproductive, with the 
squirrels holed-up in the com- 
fort of their dens. Windy days 
are no good, either, for the 
squirrel cannot trust himself 
abroad when the branches are 
waving wildly and rustling loud- 
ly. On such days he can’t depend 
on his sense of sight, hearing or 
smell to protect him from danger. 

There are many methods of 
hunting the bannertails. You 
can walk through the woods 
slowly and as silently as possi- 
ble, watching for a tell-tale flash 
of gray. You can “still hunt” by 
choosing a likely stand and play- 
ing a waiting game. You can use 
a dog, and if he knows his busi- 
ness and isn’t too “mouthy,” he
